RENEWED PETITION UNDER 37 C.F.R. S1 .137(b) AND/OR 
RENEWED PETITION TO WITHDRAW THE HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT 



Dear Sir: 



This is a renewed petition to revive the subject application. 



The Decision on Petition on February 20, 2008 from the Office of Petitions dismissed 
Applicants' petitions to withdraw holding of abandonment and petition under 37 C.F.R. 
§1.1 37(b). In response to the dismissal decision, Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration of the Applicants' petition in view the Applicants' arguments infra and the 
attached documents supporting the Applicants' arguments. The documents submitted 
herewith include, copies of four work dockets (redacted) for Jian Zhou and printed on May 1 , 
2002, August 28, 2002, November 20, 2002, and August 14, 2006 respectively (Appendices 
A1-A4), C^s^^gcke lReport printed ou t on April 16, 2008 (Appendix B), the copy of the case 
folder showing all of entries in this case (Appendix C), copies of the redacted minutes of IPSC 
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(Intellectual Property Steering Committee) meetings mentioning this case CL/V-30880 from 
1999 to 2007 (Appendices D1-D13), copies of CL/V-30880 docket records incorporated in 
IPSC Booklets (Appendices E1-E5), and copies of all of the internal communications found in 
the case folder (Appendices F1-F20). 

PETITION TO WITHDRAW HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT 

The Office of Petitions dismissed the Applicants' petition to withdraw holding of 
abandonment, because no status inquiries were filed during the period from the filing of the 
original petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment on May 28, 2002 to the filing of the 
subject petition on September 1 1 , 2007. Applicants respectfully submit that the dismissal is 
improper because of lack of justification for dismissal for the following reasons. 

It is true that MPEP 203.08 states, in pertinent part, that "in the event that a six month 
period has elapsed, and no response from the Office is received, applicant should inquire as 
to the status of the application to avoid potential abandonment." (cited by the Petition Office; 
emphasis in the original) However, the examination of the language in MPEP 203.08 cited by 
the Petition Office reveals that MPEP 203.08 does not, at all, absolutely mandate/command 
the applicant to inquire as to the status of the application, because MPEP 203.08 uses the 
word "should 1 , not "shall" or "must", in the language. Instead, MPEP 203.08 merely 
recommends or encourages applicants to make status inquiries. Moreover, MPEP 203.08 
states, "Applicants are encouraged to use PAIR to make status inquiries" (the sentence 
following immediately the sentence cited by the Petition Office) [Emphasis added]. This 
sentence clearly indicates that lack of status inquiry would not constitute a basis for rejecting a 
timely-filed petition to withdraw holding of abandonment, because status inquiries made on 
PAIR cannot make evidentiary records and cannot induce the Patent Office to act on the 
petition. Therefore, without commanding word "shall" or "must", there is no basis to dismiss 
the applicants' petition so long as the applicants' original petition was timely filed and met the 
requirements when it was filed. 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration the petition to withdraw holding of 
abandonment. Alternatively, Applicants request reconsideration of the petition under 37 C.F.R. 
§1.1 37(b) for the reasons stated below.

PETITION UNDER 37 CFR §1.1 37(b) 

The Office of Petitions dismissed the Applicants' petition under 37 C.F.R. §1 .137(b), 
because the petition filed on September 14, 2007 lacks a statement that the entire delay in 
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filing the required reply from the due date for the replay until the filing of a grantable petition 
pursuant to 37 CFR §1 .137(b) was unintentional (Decision, page 4, 6 th full paragraph, last 
sentence). In response, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration in view of the 
argup*£hts below and documents attached herewith. 

First, the entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the replay until 
the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR §1.1 37(b) was unintentional. 



As stated in the petition to withdraw holding of abandonmeriTTAppIicants' 
representative did not receive the Notice of Allowance and the entire delay in paying the 
required issue fee within the statutory period of three months from the mailing date of the 
Notice of Allowance was unintentional. The failure to pay the issue fee was discovered on 
April 25, 2002, when Applicants received the Notice of Abandonment dated April 5, 2002. 
After having received the Notice of Abandonment dated April 5, 2002, Applicants timely filed 
the Petition to Withdraw Holding of Abandonment pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1. 181(a), copy of 
which is attached herewith along with the Return-Receipt Post Card with USPTO stamp of 
date of May 28, 2002 as well as the petition's supporting documents (a copy (2 pages) of the 
docket record showing all received Office Actions and replies filed by Applicants' 
representative; email communication concerning non-receipt of the Notice of Allowance; and a 
statement of non-receipt of the Notice of Allowance from Jian Zhou, Applicants 1 
representative). 

Inadvertently and erroneously, the event of filing Petition to Withdraw Holding of 
Abandonment was docketed in the database as an event of filing Response to Office Action in 
the docket for this case (see Appendix B attached herewith, though the entry for this event 
was correct on the case folder (see the attached Appendix C). Because of this docketing 
error, the event "status check" did not appear in action dockets to prompt the Applicants 1 
representative to inquire as to the status of the petition since May 10, 2002 (see Appendices 
A1-A4). Appendix A1 (the action docket prior to filing of petition to withdraw holding of 
abandonment on May 25, 2002) shows that there was response due for the Applicant's 
representative on page 77. Appendices A2-A4 show that no action was due for this case in 
action dockets after the petition to withdraw holding of abandonment was filed on May 25, 
2002. 

Applicants did not have any intention to abandon this application, but instead, did 
intend to maintain patents/patent applications for this case in the U.S. and other foreign 
countries, as supported by the documents attached herewith (Appendices D1-D13 and E1- 



E5). The copies of the redacted minutes of IPSC (Intellectual Property Steering Committee) 
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meeting discussing cases including this pending application (Appendices D1-D13) show that 
since having filed this patent application March 30, 1999, Applicants never wanted to abandon 
the patent application in the U.S., but instead always decided to maintain the patent 
application in the U.S. The docket records for this case were incorporated in the IPSC 
Booklets and the copies thereof (Appendices E1-E5) show that the status of the U.S. patent 
application for this case was pending. 

Applicants did not deliberately choose not to seek or persist in seeking the revival of 
an abandoned application. As discussed above, Applicants timely filed a petition to withdraw 
holding of abandonment with all necessary support documents, within one month after 
Applicants discovered the failure to pay issue fee. The Patent Office acknowledged the receipt 
of that petition and supporting documents by mailing back to Applicants the Return-Receipt 
Post Card with US PTO stamp of date of May 28, 2002. The Petition Office further conceded 
in the Decision on Petition that Applicants did timely filed a petition with the documents 
supporting the petition, because the Petition Office did locate them in the official file. The filing 
of Applicants' petition to withdraw holding of abandonment was a bona fide attempt to revive 
the application, because the petition was filed timely and met the requirements set forth in 
MPEP 71 1.03(c)(1), Subsection A. The petition itself is the best evidence showing the 
Applicants' intent to revive the patent application. Applicants did not do anything causing the 
Patent Office not to consider the Applicants' petition during a period of five years. What 
Applicants failed to do was at most the failure to inquire as to the status of the petition. Such 
failure was due to the inadvertent docketing error discussed above. However, as discussed 
above, lack of status inquiry could not constitute any basis for rejecting a timely-filed petition 
to withdraw holding of abandonment. The inadvertent error in docketing and subsequent 
failure to inquire as to the status of a timely-filed bona fide petition to withdraw holding of 
abandonment clearly do not constitute any deliberate action taken by Applicants not to seek or 
persist in seeking the revival of an abandoned application. 

Applicants submit herewith the copies (Appendices F1-F20) of the internal 
communications which are located in the CLA/-30880A case folder. None of the 
communications can show that Applicants deliberately choose not to seek or persist in 
seeking the revival of an abandoned application. 

In the Q2 2007 IPSC meeting, this case was reviewed again along with many other 
cases. Applicants' representatives realized that the subject application was pending for too 
long. Subsequent review of the case folder revealed that Applicants filed a petition to withdraw 
holding of abandonment on May 10, 2002, but had not received any decision. Applicants 
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decided to submit the petition to revive the subject application in accordance with 37 C.F.R. 
§1.1 37(b), in order to expedite the petition process and issuance of the subject application. On 
September 1 1 , 2007, Applicants filed the petition which was dismissed by the Petition Office 
on February 20, 2008. 

Therefore, when considering all of the circumstances surrounding the subject 
application, the entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the reply until the 
filing of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR §1. 137(b) was unintentional. 

Second, the facts here are materially distinguishable from the facts in each of the case 
law authorities cited by the Petition Office to support its decision to dismiss the Applicants' 
petition to revive the subject application in accordance with 37 C.F.R. §1.1 37(b) as follows. 

In Lawman Armor v. Simon, 2005 U.S. Dist. LEXIS 10843, 74 U.S.P.Q.2d 1633 (E. D. 
Mich. 2005), the court found that the defendant had made a decision not to pursue the 
prosecution of his patent application, because the defendant failed to respond to his 
representative's two requests for instruction regarding filing a response to final Office Action 
and to pay his representative's service rendered for prosecuting his patent application, and 
because the defendant "regained interest in his by then abandoned patent application" after 
about two years when he discovered the allegedly infringing product at Sears. The court ruled 
that "these were deliberate acts, and cannot be considered unintentional." In contrast to the 
defendant in the Lawman case, Applicants here did not take deliberate acts not to respond to 
an office action, but instead took affirmative and timely action to seek to respond to an office 
action by requesting a Notice of Allowance be remailed in the timely-filed petition to withdraw 
holding of abandonment. Applicants here timely sought to revive the abandoned patent 
application by timely filing a petition to withdraw holding of abandonment after discovering the 
failure to pay the issue fee. Here, there was no purposeful delay in seeking revival, unlike in 
the Lawman case. 

In Field Hybrids, LLC v. Toyota Motor Corp., 2005 U.S. Dist. LEXIS 1 159 (D. Minn. 
2005), although the plaintiff knew that his patent application was in danger of being 
abandoned through his representatives' communications to him, he explicitly requested his 
representative to "proceed no further with [his patent application] at this point." In contrast to 
the plaintiff in the Field Hybrids case, Applicants here took affirmative and timely action to 
seek to respond to an office action by requesting a Notice of Allowance be re-mailed in the 
timely-filed petition to withdraw holding of abandonment. Applicants here timely sought to 
revive the abandoned patent application by timely filing a petition to withdraw holding of 
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abandonment after discovering the failure to pay the issue fee. Here, there was no purposeful 
decision to take no action, unlike in the Field Hybrids case. 

In Lumenyte Int'l Corp. v. Cable Lite Corp., Nos. 96-1011, 96-1077, 1996 U.S. App. 
LEXIS 16400, 1996 WL 383927 (Fed. Cir. 1996), in a letter to Mr. Willford (the president of the 
plaintiff), Mr. Rozsa (the plaintiffs representative) summarized a prior conversation and stated 
that "[Mr; Willford] informed me that [he has] decided not to spend additional money 
prosecuting the above referenced patent application and that it was [his] desire not to respond 
to the outstanding office action of February 4, 1988. Therefore, I will not do any further work 
on this application and it will go abandoned on August 4, 1988." Based on this evidence and 
others in the records, the Lumenyte court found that the plaintiff intentionally abandoned its 
patent application and was revived only after and because Fiber Lite ("former name of Cable 
Lite") introduced a competing product. In contrast to the plaintiff in the Lumenyte case, 
Applicants here never intentionally abandoned the subject patent application, but instead, 
timely sought to revive the abandoned patent application by timely filing a petition to withdraw 
holding of abandonment after discovering the failure to pay the issue fee. 

In New York University v. Autodesk, 2007 U.S. Dist. LEXIS 50832 (S.D.N.Y. 2007), the 
key facts were: (1) the PTO's records (Examiner Burweirs note) showed that the PTO 
examiner telephoned NYU's then attorney who confirmed the abandonment; and (2) several 
months later NYU's new attorney filed a petition to revive the application under 37 C.F.R. 
§1 .137(b) and did not provide any reason or support for the representation that NYU's failure 
to file a response was unintentional. The court there held that "[i]n light of [examiner Burweirs 
note], without more, no reasonable factfinder could find that NYU's decision not to take action 
- and instead to 'delay' seeking revival - for the entire period between July 14, 1997 and 
November 4, 1998 was 'inintentional' under 37 C.F.R. §1.1 37(b)(3)." In contrast to the NYU v. 
Autodesk case, Applicants here did not decide not to take action, but instead timely sought to 
revive the abandoned patent application by timely filing a petition to withdraw holding of 
abandonment after discovering the failure to pay the issue fee. 

Applicants respectfully submit that, because the facts here are materially 
distinguishable from the facts in each of the case law authorities cited by the Petition of Office 
to support its decision to dismiss the Applicants' petition to revive the subject application in 
accordance with 37 C.F.R. §1 .137(b), the cited case law is inapplicable to the pending 
petition. 
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Applicants hereby request two months of extension of time under 37 C.F.R. §1 .136(a) 
and authorize payment of the extension of time fee of $460 under 37 C.F.R. §1 .17(a)(2) and 
other necessary fees by debit of their Deposit Account No. 50-2965 in accordance with 37 
C.F.R. §1.17(m). 

Applicants hereby authorize payment of the issue fee by debit of their Deposit Account 
50-2965 without the issue fee authorization form PTOL 85 B, because Applicants have not 
received the Notice of Allowance and this form. Alternatively, Applicants respectfully request 
that a new Notice of Allowance with Form PTOL 85B be re-issued so that Applicant can pay 
the issue fee. 

Since this application was filed on or after June 8, 1995, no terminal disclaimer is 
required. 

Applicants respectfully request that this Petition to revive be granted. 

Should the Examiner and/or Senior Petitions Attorney believe that a discussion with 
Applicants' representative would further the prosecution of this application, either is 
respectfully invited to contact the undersigned. The Commissioner is hereby authorized to 
charge any other fees which may be required under 37 C.F.R. §§1.16 and 1.17, or credit any 
overpayment, to Deposit Account No. 50-2965.
